(By G. E. Conkey) 


In some form or other green food 


is quite essential for correct poul- 
try feeding. Unless green fool en- 
ters the ration in proper quantity 
it is quite imiwssible to get satis- 
factory results with either chicks 
or fowl. 
From a chemical analysis or from 
thest and-i>oint of nutritive values 
green 
food does, not show 'up 
strong. Its importance being rath- 
er due to its succulence and bulk 
and the assistance that it gives in 
the digestion of other foods. Green 
food also addi variety to the ra- 
tion and serves 
as an 
appetizer. 


Succulent greens seem to possess 
some qualities that keep the sys- 
tem in good condition and 
help 
ward of! disease. This is evidenc- 
ed in many flocks by a marked in 
crease in the number of eggs laid 
grass begins to get green. 


During the summer 
months on 
in 
late 
spring and 
autumn the 


farm range flock does not lack for 
green food. Fiirds that arc closely 
confined, however,must have green 
food supplied 
them during 
the 


summer. 
Leafy garden crops like 


lettuce, kale, rape, swiss 
chard, 


•vyill be found desirable for them. 
Clover or alfalfa where these can 
be grown, make a fine food that 
can be cut up daily for the birds.

advantage 
in keeping 
cpialities, 


feeding value, and cost of produc- 
tion. They m^y be cut up into 
small pieces for feeding but a bet- 
ter and easier way is to allow the 
birds to pick at them as a means of 
exercise. 


Sprou|ed oats are easily pro- 
duced at any lime of the year the 
only retirement being a place 
where the temperature does 
not 


fall below CO degrees. Where heat- 
ed oat sprouting cabinets are used. 
sprouted oats may be had al all 
times of the year. 


A simple outfit for sprouting oats 


may be made by constructing 
a 
rack about 30 inches and five feet 
high. Wooden trays about 30 in- 
ches square and two inches deep 
are made lo fil into Ihe rack slid- 
ing in and out on cleats that 
are 
placed about eight or'ten inches 
apart and nailed to opposite sides 
of the rack. 
Holes are bored in 
the bottom of the trays to allow 
the water to drain off for other- 
wise the oats would rot. 


Pe sure that the oats you use for 
sprouting are bright and heavy. 
Soak them in warm •water for about 
a day before placing them in the 
trays, and spread them out there 
to a depth of an inch or an inch 
and a half. Sprinkle them once a 
day with warm water, and In a 
week or ten days 
they 
will be 


ready for use. Too much growth 
is not advisable because after 
a 


certain time they may mould or rot 
and they will also lose much of 
that tenderness that Is so desira- 
ble. Bear In mind that poor drain- 
age In the trays and too much heat 
are things to guard 
against in 
sprouting oats. 


While 
sprouted 
oats may be 
thrown to older stock in a chunk, 
Ihe birds picking it to pieces, it Is 
best to use only the lops for feed- 
ing chicks cutting the tops np with 
an old pair of shears. 
Sprouted 
oats give you a cheap preen 
food 


for poultry and It should be nsed 
freely -when other materials of this 
nature are not al hand. It Is safe 
to give all thai the hens -will clean 
up In a few minutes. 


Onions are considered a 
tonic 
for poultry and their nse In small 
quantifies especially In the feeding 
of chicks Is to be recommended. 
Beware, however, of a continuous 
and liberal f-eding of onions as 
this wfll Impart an odor to both 
flesh and eggs. 


For early spring pastnre rye 
planted In the 
fall makes good 
green food. 


Rape Is also nsed for 
poultry 
pastnre and being hardy Is espec- 
ially good for late fall feeding. 


Lettuce Is good chiefly to 
fur- 
nish succulence for early brooder 
chicks before other greens 
are 
available. 


Pumpkins can be nsed for poul- 
try In fall and early winter but 
they are poor keepers. In feeding 
pumpkins, lake care not lo feed 
the seeds.
